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County Commission 


Agrees To Build New 


Jail Behind Courthouse ™ 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, January 
26, at the courthouse in Elba, and the 
meeting was the first for four new 
members. Joining returning commis- 
sioners Gilmer Grant and Rex Boutwell 
were newly-elected members Charlie 
Mack Martin, Billy Eagerton, Marvin 
Bowden and Eugene Bradley. 


The first order of business was to 
open bids on 25,000 assessment sheets 
for the Tax Assessor's Office. Bids 
were received from:

Roberts & Sons - $1,948.85; 

Quality Printing - $1,734.15; 

Tyler Office Supply - $1,650, and 

Dixie Printing Company - $1,690.34. 

The Commission accepted the low 
bid from Brown Printing Company. 


An A-9S Review for an application 
for Federal funds was announced, with 
a total of $91,265 sought by the Human 
Resource & Development Commission. 
The: funds will be used to transport 
residents from the rural areas to the 
cities. The Commission concurred with 
the request. 


A letter from the Attorney General's 
office asked the Commission to support 
a consumer protection bill to be 
introduced in the next session of the 
state legislature, The Commission took 
no action on the request and passed 
copies of the bill to each member for 
further study. 


Commissioner Rex Boutwell, the 
acting chairman in the absence of Judge 
James L. Sawyer, presented a list of 
proposals from three loca! firms for 
rewiring to be done on an office in the 
Enterprise courthouse. A new office 
had been temodeled for use of the 
probation officer recently, and the past 
commission agreed to pay for the 
rewiring work. Bids were received from 
Goolsby Brothers, Lindsey Plumbing 
and Electric, and James Horace Plumb- 
ing and Electric. The Commission 
decided to do additional research on the 
skill of the contractors before accepting 
a proposal, 


Commission Clerk Brunease 
Winston had a little good news for the 
Commission, as she reported the 
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“hiring freeze’? on CETA employees 
would be lifted on February 2, enabling 


the county to get S$ new workers. 


The “old business"? of hiriag an 
architect to design a jail for Enterprise 
again came up for discussion, and the 
new Commission agreed something 
needed to be done, They decided a 
concrete fee needed to be received from 
the firm of Pearson, Humphries, Jones 
and Associates. The firm was selected 
at an informal meeting by the past 
Commission, but a fee to the county was 
never discussed. it was agreed that a 
special meeting will be held with the 
firm on Monday, February 2, at 10:00 
a.m., to discuss the architectural costs 
to the county. 


The Commission may have been 
new at their jobs, but it didn’t take long 
to get the members divided into their 
Separate corners. The fight came over 
the location of the new jail and brought 
a varying of opinions. 


“We have 90 days to satisfy the 
judge,"’ said commissioner Charlie 
Mack Martin, ‘‘and we must take some 
other steps to do that. The previous 
commission voted to build a new jail 
behind the courthouse in Enterprise, 
but we don’t even own the land. We 
need to proceed and buy the land - I see 
no reason for waiting around,”’ 


“I believe there is cheaper land on a 
better site,’’ stated Commissioner

to look around.’’ 


“I say we need to do something 
now," repeated Martin, ‘‘and I make a 
motion we go ahead and take the option 
on the land and buy it.”’ 

The motion was seconded by Gilmer 
Grant and passed by a vote of 3-2, 
Voting in favor of the motion were 
Martin, Grant and Billy Eagerton, while 
voting ‘‘no’’ were Bradley and Marvin 
Bowden, Commissioner Rex Boutwell 
felt he couldn’t vote because he was 
serving as acting-chairman, but he 
Stated he was in favor of buying the 
property. 


Before the discussion ended, 
Bradiey got in the final word by saying, 
“I wouldn’t want the land. We could

County Attorney Warren Rowe told 
the Commission he would contact the 
city officials in Enterprise, have a deed 
drawn up and make the transaction final 
when a check was drawn.

The Commission agreed to check 
and find just how many spaces are 
reserved and to whom, and discuss the 
problem at the next meeting.

A routine search Saturday night of 
the smoldering ruins of a 1978 Ford 
pickup truck revealed the charred 
remains of a Ft. Rucker soldier. The 
victim was later identified as Jimmy E. 
Tucker, age 31, and registered owner of 
the vehicle. 

The Kinston Fire Department ex- 
tinguished the burning truck shortly 
before midnight Saturday night, and a 
fireman remaining on the scene on 
County Road 6, just west of Highway 87 
South (Elba-Samson Highway) in the 
Fairview Community, discovered the 
body as soon as the smoke from the fire 
and steam from fire-fighting efforts 
cleared. The fireman had remained on 
the scene to insure that neither the 
vehicle nor the surrounding grass and 
weeds didn’t flame back up. 

Law enforcement officers had al- 
ready been called on the suspicion that 
the vehicle might have been a stolen 
truck. This was because soon after 
arriving at the scene, Kinston Fireman 
Billy Mullins noticed a short piece of 
hose hanging from the vehicle’s gas 
tank. 

When the Kinston fireman discover- 
ed the charred body, he radioed the 
information to the Kinston police, and a 
call was placed to Coffee County 
Coroner Danny Bradley and additional 
law enforcement investigators. 

The body wasn’t removed from the 
truck until about mid-morning Sunday, 
as investigators were carefully preserv- 
ing any evidence that might have been 
present. Dental records were used to 
establish that the remains were those of 
E-7 Jimmy E. Tucker, who lived in a 
mobile home on the Ft, Rucker 
reservation. He was the father of two 
daughters, ages 15 and 11, who

move the offices into the same corner of 
the courthouse.

Only four 
companies bid on the used equipment, 
and it is to be inspected prior to the 
purchase. Bids varied from $48,400 to 
$92,500.

New Rabies Vaccine Is Painless 
& Simple To Administer 


The human diploid cell rabies 
vaccine, available since last August, is 
“virtually painless and has almost no 
adverse side effects,'’ said Dr. Wallace 
E. Birch, State Public Health Veterinar- 
ian. ‘‘With its use ..... the results are 
excellent.’ 

Only five doses of yaccine are now 
needed for protection against rabies, 
while earlier vaccines required 23 
painful daily injections, The human 
diploid cell vaccine is administered in 
the muscle of the arm instead of the 
abdomen as was done with the 
previously used duck embryo vaccine, 

The vaccine is administered over a 
28-day period. It is available only to 
physicians through the Health Depart- 
ment 


There were 56 cases of rabies 
diagnosed in animals and reported 
throughout the state during 1980, and 
approximately 270 doses of the vaccine 
have been distributed by the State 
Department of Public Health since it 
became available last August.

places of business, home, 
ete. 

The ladders on our fire 
trucks are 28 feet long, which 
is sufficient for the Elba 
area. The lady stated that 
the cat was in a tree 75 feet 
high. We do not have tail 
aerial ladder fire trucks like 
the large cities. Surely the 
lady can understand that we 
could not reach the cat. We 
would have been just as 
helpless as she was when we 
arrived with only a 28 foot 
ladder, She also stated that 
we probably wouldn't come if 
her house was on fire. 
Although we didn’t respond 
to the call regarding the cat, 
we have never failed to 
answer a fire call or any type 
of emergency in which we 
COULD help. We take great 
pride in responding and 
being able to help anyone at 
any time.

Legalizing The Apricot Pit

If it doesn't harm them, 
and if it gives them any hope, 
why not let them have it? 

One of the things 
Americans fear most about 
cancer is the often traumatic 
effect of conventional cancer 
treatment. Surgery can 
mutilate the body, radiation 
can burn, and chemotherapy 
often causes hair loss and 
vomiting. To cancer patients 
and their families, who now 
number in the scores of 
thousands, Laetrile looms as 
the possibility of that last 
great withheld hope for a 
painless cure for their. malig- 
nancy. 

Laetrile - an extract from 
crushed apricot pits that 
releases minute amounts of 
cyanide in the body. The 
drug's propagandists claim it 
helps prevent cancer, re- 
duces tumors and relieves 
pain. If ever I had to make 
such a decision, I would 
certainly look for the therapy 
that was less painful, less 
mutilating, and that would 
make my condition easier to 
cope with. 

In 26 countries, including 
Mexico, Laetrile has been 
recognized as a legal sub- 
stance. In the United States, 
for the past 18 years, it’s 
been illegal to use, manufac- 
ture, transport or prescribe. 
Despite the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) ban 
anyone who wants to eat 
crushed apricot kernels 
sometimes sold as ‘‘Vitamin 
B-17"’ - can legally buy them 
in some health food stores. 
Since the drug has not yet 
been proven harmful to the 
public, why should it be 
illegal to let dying persons 
have a second chance? 

We are making criminals 
out of patients who want to 
use Laetrile. Most potent of 
all has been the plea that 


people who are dying should 
be free to try many worthless 
cures. Why can’t they make 
their own decisions about the 
drugs they are going to use? 
Doctors are trained to try to 
save people's lives. If all 
other treatment prescribed 
holds no hope for the future, 
why can’t Laetrile be given 
the chance? Arguments to 
legalize Laetrile have been 
strengthened by the testi- 
mony of cancer victims who 
have been helped by the 
substance, It seems to me 
every person in the U.S. 
should have this chance. 
More cancer patients 
seem to be turning to Lae- 
trile. With more tests and 
proof, maybe in the near 
future cancer can be a thing 
of the past. If there is any 
light at all in this cure, it 
should be followed out so 
patients and their families 
won't have to suffer so much, 
If you had to pick be- 
tween life or death, what 
would be your choice?
